freedom and purity of the primaries have 
been secured, political assessments have been 
abolished, receivership and abuses have been 
corrected, the principle of local self-govern- 
ment has been adhered to, the efficiency of 
the national guard has been increased, taxa- 
tion for the support of the government 
has been reduced, the state bureau of labor 
and siatisiics has been established, the rights 
of workingmen have been furtber protected 
and the injurivus competition of convict la- 
bor has been curtailed.. Business methods 
have been the rule in the management ot 
state affairs. On the record thus made, 
and to which we will ” steadfastly 
adhere, the democratic party asks a renewed 
award of the confidence of the people. We 
invite with reason all friends of the improved 
state administration, irrespective of party, to 
join with the democrats iu preserving and 
perfecting the reforms in progress, and in ex- 
tending them to all branches of the state ser- 
vice.

LOUISVILLE, September 27.—The national 
colored convention late Jast night adopted 
thefollowing address: The national con- 
vention of colored men assembled, respect: 
fully present the following as embracing and 
presenting their views and sentiments: 

1. That we are gratified ‘tor 
and rejvice in the miraculous emancipation 
that came to our race twenty yearsago. The 
shock of embattied arms was the lullaby ofa 
nation borninaday, We cannot forget the 
great sacrifice of the women and heroic men 
who made possible the struggle in which 
treason and slavery were consigned to a com- 
mon sepulchre, nor would we be unmindful 
of the measure of devotion and patriotism 
that the white and colored soldiers rendered 
the nation. 

2 That we are notinsensible tothe fact that 
the congressof the l nited States has spread 
the staiute books many laws calculated to 
make us secure in our rights as citizens, nor 
would we be forgetful of the magnifi- 
cent amendments to the _ constitution 
intended to render for ever impossible the 
crime-of human slavery. . 

3. We do not ask for any more class legisla- 
tion. Webave bad enough ofthis. But we 
do believe that many of the laws intended to 
secure to us our rights as_ citizens 
are nothing more than dead 
letters, In the southern states, 
almost without exception, colored people 
are denied justice in the courts, denied the 
fruit of their honest labor, defrauded of 
their political rights at the ballot box, shut 
out irom learning the trades, cheated cut 
of their civil rights by innkeepers and com- 
mon carrier companies and left 
by the state to an inadequate 
opportunity for education and genera! im- 
provement, 

4. We regard the labor question, education 
and sound moral training, paramount to all 
other questions, We belive that these ques- 
tions, especia ly in the south, need recasting, 
and that the plantation, credit and mortgage 
system should be abolished, so that honest ja- 
bor should be remunerated, so that the land- 
holders of the south should recognize that 
this question is to be solved by encouraging 
the negroes to industry, to frugality, and to 
business habits, by assisting them to acquire 
an interest in the soil by paying 
them bonest wages for honest work, 
and »b making them content ana 
happy inthe land of their nativity. The

White men 
can enter any branch of the se vice, while 
colored men are confined to the cavalury 
and infantry service, and in the appointmen’ 
of civilians to the regalar army all believe it 
the duty of the president to consider the 
claims of colored men. This distinction is 
carried into the navy as well. 

8. It is net our province to dictate the poli- 
cy of the government, or the action of our 
fellow citizens in the several states. Itisa 
matter that their services, patriotism and 
needs should shape. 

9, As arace struggling and contending for 
our political and civil rights, we are not un- 
mindful of the efforts of [reland to gain’ her 
rights, and we extend to our Irish friends our 
profound sympatby and best wishes. 

10. We earnestly desire the abolition of the 

chaingang system, and the admission to trade 
unions of men of our own race, and to their 
employment in commercial pursuits. 
. In nearly every state of the union 
both north and south, our race are vot ai 
lowed to enter freely intu the trades of guii 
or employment in the higher waiks of life. 
This is unworthy of our institutions and 
hurtful tothe reputation of our country at 
home and abroad.

THE MURDERED WOMAN. 

The crime for which Boyd will give the 
closing years of his life was one more worthy 
of an insane persona than a man of Boyd's 
reputation. Heis an old man and hasa snug 
fortune, but despite thut fact he became en- 
tangled in the meshes set by the fair, frail! 
creature who at last suffered death by reason 
of his jealousy. The people of 
Atlanta bave beeu kept fully informed as to 
the details of the crimeand the developments 
of the trial. The woman who was killed was 
for many years a notorious character in At- 
lanta and figured prominently in the trial of 
Sam Hill forthe murder of Jobn Simraons 
several years ago. She was traveling under 
an assumed name when Boyd met her, and 
as she was handsome and of fine figure, she 
easily captivated him, and becoming ‘his 
mistress, She was supplied with everything 
that could add to her comfort and pleasure. 
Boyd seemed to idolize her, but was as jeal 
ous as could be. He called her *Birdie,”’ 
she was at that time sailing 
under the name of Birdie VDatterson. 
Last spring she went to Atlanta, her old 
home, with the intention of giving Boyd the 
shake, but he followed her. He tonnd that 
she had taken refuge ina house of ill-fame 
on Thompson street. He talked toa police 
officer in an elifurt to get an interview with 
her, and agreed to give ihe cofticer five dollars 
to arrunge the interview. rhe ofticer was 
a shrewd fellow and the first 
time he saw the woman on the street he ar- 
rested her and carried her to the police 
Station. He then sought and found Boyd 
and. carried him to the guardhouse, The 
woman told him tbat she was trying to 
get away irom him but after much begging 
On his part she consented to return to Nash- 
ville with him, which she did, 

HOW THE KILLING OCCURRED, 

On the fatal day Boyd and the woman were 
in their apartmentsin this city. Boyd 
ander the ipfiuence of liquor, It is known 
tbat they quarrelled, but the details of what 
fullowed cannot be stated as the testimony on 
that puint is purely circumstantial. A pistol 
shot was heard, and a number of persons 
rushed to the room. Boyd 
across the bed in a drunkea stupor. The 
woman wasinthe agonies of death witha 
bullet hole in her breast and the still smok- 
ing revolver lay on the floor. Boyd was ask- 
ed what it all meaat and replied that the wo- 
man had shot herself. She could not tell of 
the occurrence but simply murmured ‘‘mer- 
cy,’ afewtimes anddied. It is supposed 
that in a jealous fit, Boyd fired the fatal shot. 
The testimony was circumstantial, but it was 
convincing and Boyd barely gets oft with: his 
life. Ifthe new trial is refused he will go to 
the penitentiary, practically for life, and 
this will be the end of Lottie Ross and her 
lover.

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AN EDITOR’S VIEWS, 


Medill, of the Chicago fribune, on the Evila KBeaetting 
Leborlug Men. 


New York, September 27.—James Medill, 
publisher of the Chicago Tribune, was a wit- 
ness to-day before the United States senate 
sub committee on education and labor. He 
said he had been connected with the press 
since 1348. The chief cause of the impecun- 
ious condition of the masses of laborers in 
this country was to be attributed to their 
own improvidence. The only way to im- 
prove them was to teach them to save. ‘Too 
much of the earnings of the laborer was 
spent in liquor and tobacco. It has been 
calculated -that the amount = annually 
spent by the laboring population in 
drink was $400,000,000, and at least $200,000,- 
O00 more spent 1n cigars, tobacco and useless 
amusements. Witness said be bad very lit 
tle faith in political prohibition; unhealthy 
tenement houses should be torn down, the 
present tariff system was fleecing the farmers 
and they were beginning to understand i;

HOW TO LOCATE IT. 

Right ascension isthe distance of a heaven- 
ly body east from the first point of the sign 
Aries, measured on the equinoctial. Deeii- 
nation is the distance of a heavenly body ei- 
ther north or scuth of the equinoctial, meas 
ured on a meridian. The equinoctial or equa- 
tor of the heavens is the great circle formed 
on the concave surface of the heavens by pro- 
ducing tne plane of the earth’s equator, 
Meridians are imaginary great circles drawn 
through. the oles of the world, 
cutting the equator and the. equinoctial at 
right angles. ‘ThegDragon is an immense and 
very irregular constellatiom in shape some- 
thing like a series of looped coils, to be found 
between the very bright star Lyra, the Chair 
of Cassiopeia, the ‘‘Dipper’’ stars and the 
Pole star. It cannot fail to be noticed in the 
clear frosty nights of the fall and winter. It 
is in this constellation that the comet now 
glitters in resplendent brilliancy to the far 
reaching telescopes. Observations at Harvard 
university showed that on Sunday night the 
comet flamed cut in an degree of splendor six 
or eight times its brilliance of the night pre- 
vious. Its general aspect also. entirely 
changed. Irom a diffuse nebulesity with a 
faint nucleus itsuddenly became a star-like 
object. Observers recognized a faint, short 
brush of light toward the east apparently in- 
dicating the forming of a tail. On Sunday 
night, as Captain Sampsonjobserved, its color 
becameavery bright deep yellow. It is rush- 
ing with inconceivable rapidity toward the 
sun and earth. 

COMETARY PECULIARITIES, 

One strange peculiarity of a comet is the 
fact that generally, if not invariably, its tail 
follows itas it approaches the sun and goes 
before it when it recedes from thesun. Some- 
times its tailis curved toward the regiop 
whitherit is tending, sOmetimes -it form3a 
right angle witha line drawn from the sun 
through the center of the comet. The tail of 
the comet of 1744 formed nearly a quarter of 
a circle; that of 1869 was curved like a Turk 
ish saber. Sometimes the same comet has 
several talls. That of 1744 had no less than 
six, Which appeared and disappeared in a 
few days. Ihe comet of 1823 nud for several 
days two tails, one extending toward the sun, 
andthe other in the opposite direction 
Sonietimes comets diverge widely from their 
regular paths, and insome cases take a new 
and different orbit altovether. Comets and 
the planet Jupiter seem to be deadly ene- 
mies, the giant planet hitting them with dis- 
astrous force whenever he gets an opportuui- 
ty. By some strange fatality he is constantly 
in their way, and serves as a perpetual stum- 
bling block tothem. The remarkable comet 
of 1770, savs Herschel, which Lexell found to 
revolve in a moderate ellipse in a period of 
five years, actually got entangled among the 
satellites of Jupiter, and was thrown out of 
orbit by the atiraction of that planet, and has 
not been heard of since. It was literally 
kicked out of doors by the indignant vlanet 
as an ill-bred intruder, and so humiliated that 
it has never shown its face since. This sum- 
mary treatment of comets by Jupiter has con- 
vinced ast.onomers that a collision of the 
eartb and acomet would be attended with 
no danger to our planet. There 
have been some very wonderful 
comets. According te the testimony of the 
early writers, a comet which could be seen in 
daylight with the naked eye made its appear- 
ance just after the deatb of Julius Ciesar, 
forty-toree years before our Savior. Iu 1402 
a comet was seen so brilliant it could be dis- 
covered at noonday. In 1456 came the great 
comet which the pope excommunicated, 
which bas been classified and its period cal- 
culated. Its next appearance will bein 1910. 
Ine great comet of 1680, Halley’s com- 
et, bad a tail 96,000,000 of miles long, 
and when nearest the sun flies with the 
inconceivable velocity of 1,000 0U0 of miles 
an hour. <Astronowers have cunjeciured 
that when nearest the sun it was 
exposed to a heat 27,000 times greater than 
the solar beat at the earth, or several thou- 
sand times greater than red hot irou. Away 
out insp:ce its temperature was reduced to 
the absolute zero of the scientists, at least 
487 degrees below zero, Fahrenheit. This is 
the comet which the learned W histon thougbt 
deluged the world in the times of Nuah. 
Whiston thought this was heil, where the 
soulsand resurrected bodies of the wicked 
were confined. ‘They must have hada pretty 
hocand cold time of it. The tail of this 
comet extended from the horizon to the Ze- 
nith.

Americus Republican: A negro woman on 
the west side of this city lost an infant a fet 
days ago and the child was uncared for thirty- 
six hours after its death, the negroes refnsing 
to give any assistance, and had it not been 
for the kindness of a white lady in that por- 
tion of the city the child would have been 
most shamefully neglected. As the negroes 
refused to make a coffin for the body, white 
hands did so, the negroes refusing to dig the 
grave. The child was carried a few miles 
from the city to be buried, and even then the 
black hands refused to dig the grave. Then 
the body was brought back to the city and 
buried at the public expense. 


Savannah Times: Three negroes went intoa 
barroom in the western part of the city last 
evening and wanted adrink.

should instruct the jury that the evidence to 
authorize a conviction should be of such con- 
clusive character and tendency as to exclude 
reasonable doubt: and a failure so to charge 
will cause a new trial, although the attention 
of the court may not have been called to the

cited by that fact and the quarrel and ren- 
counter upon the meeting,taht he shot under 
the influence of that passion, or whether it 
was done deliberately in a spirit of revenge. 
In the jatter case the crime would be assault 
with intent to murder (death not ensuing 
In the former case, without other provocation, 
defendant may have been guilty of shooting at 
another notin his own defence or under cir 
cumstances of justification, according to the 
principles of the Code. If in repelling an as- 
sault the defendant used excessive violence, 
he may have been guilty of assault and bat- 
tery. Ail of these phases of law should have 
been submitted to the jury, and the charge 
should bave covered every theory of the de- 
fence warranted by the evidence: 29 Ga., 724, 
728: 30 Id.. 894, 895; 43 Id., 1357; 46 [d., 159:

escape being seen by either the engineer or 
fireman A new investigation is to be made 
in the wifair.

The funeral of John L. Williams, a somie- 
what noted character, who was killed in an 
uccident at Tizertown a few days ago, occurred 
at Oshkosh to-day. Williams was ason of the 
Rev. EKleazor Williams, who was declared by 
histurical writers some years ago to be the lost 
dauphin of France. He was struck’ in the 
xbdomen on [bursday by a leverina mill a 
Tigertown while at work, and although the 
injury was not deemed severe at first, he died 
suddenly from the effects of it on Saturday. 

The romantic story of Williams’s father’s 
life was made very prominent in eastern 
journals a few yearsago The Rev. Eleazor 
Williams, who died at St. Regis, N. Y., in 
1558, was for many years parish priest at the 
[Indian church at that pvint, bis charge be- 
ing the remnants of the branch of the 
Chaughnawauga tribe on that reservation.

HANGING 


TO-DaYyY’>- 


The Negro George Wuiiuce to go the Way of all the 
Earth lo-Day. 

George Wallace, the negro mi irderer cop- 
demned to be hanged at Savannah, will swing 
olf to-day. 

For severa! days George has been as crazy 
as a bed bug A few , days ago when he re- 
ceived news that Governor Mc!)aniel 
would not interfere in his case he 
went into hysterics and acted in every way 
like an insane man. Ono the 25th the jailer 
at Savannah addressed the sherill a note. 
stating that Wallace was evidently crazy, and 
concluded by een that the m:n be 
tried on a writof lunacy. Hesaid that the 
law would not pe rmit the execuiion of an in- 
sane person. law is set furih in section 
4666 of toe code, and is as follow: 

“Ifafterany convict shall bave been sen- 
tenced fo the punishment of death be shall 
becomé insane, the stieriff of the county, with 

the concurrence and assistance of the ordina- 
ry thereof, shall summon a jury of twelve 
men to inquire into such insanity. Andif it 
be found by the inqu'sition of such jury that 
said convict is ipsaue, the sheriff shall sus- 
pend the execution ofthe sentence directing 
the death of such convict and make re port of 
said inquisition and suspension of exes ‘ution 
to the presiding judge of the district, 
who shall cause the sume to be entered on the 
minuies of the superior court of the county 
where the conviction was bad. And at any 
time thereafter, when it shall appear to said 
presiding judge, either by inqutsition or 
otherwise, that the said convict is of sound 
mind, the said judge shall issue a new war- 
rant, directing tue sheriff to do execution of 
the said sentence, as said court at such time 
and place as the said judge may appuint and 
direct on the said warreut, which the sherifl 
wil be bound to do according!y. And the 
said judge shal! cause tue said warrant and 
other proceedings in the cause to be € ‘ntered on 
the minutes of the said superior court,’ 

The Savannah News of yesterday, says: 
“The condemned man still occupies cell No 
ll,and yesterday seemed entirely oblivious 
to What was going on. He failed to recognize 
any of the jail officials, and when spoken to 
did not seem to comprebend what-was said 
upon anysubdject. Mr. Groe bel, the deputy 
sheriff, conceived the idea that if he informed 
the prisoner that efforts were being made to 
have a jury pass upon the condition of bis 
mind, and that perhaps he might not be hung 
on Friday, Wallace would exhibit indica- 
tiens of sanity. Acting upon this theory, 
Mr. Geobel went to hiscell, and on giv- 
ing him the hope the prisoner did not appear 
to understand what was meant. During the 
day it was impossibie to keep a single article 
of clothing upon him. His appetite was not 
good, Inthe morning he drank a cup of 
coffee and ate but little of a good lbreakfast 
that had been provided with the view of 
tempting him to eat heartily. Though he 
was pDOtas violent as on Suuday aiternoon, 
he talked in a rambling manner, and for an 
hour ata time would mumble. ‘“‘Lord, oh 
Lord, Lord, Lord.”” He continued. in this 
manner talking and mumbiing until late 
last night. 

An Atlanta special to the News stated that 
the governor had ordered a temporary stay of 
proceedings. The statement was incorrect, 
as the governor hes taken no action and will 
take none, asa jury which examined Wallace 
yesterday deciced that be was shamminyg. He 
will therefore be banged to-day. The gallows 
has been erected. The platform is the same 
used in the hanging of the negro Johnson.

Mr. MecDuitly a receipt for the 
money.
